LONDON, Eng. — (/]') — Argument.' 


that Great Britain cvn pay her Amer- 
ican war debt because- she has a bud- 
get surplus were branded Friday as 
"fallacious" by Sir John Simon, the 
foreign*t .secretary. 


He cited two reasons: 
"First, because that which lies at 


the back of (ho difficulty in connec- 
tion with these vast international pay- 
ments is not the question as to wheth- 
er a particular country has u budget 
surplus. 


"H is mi injury done to world trade 


and world recovery if we are to con- 
template the transfer of enormous 
quantities which wo indeed receive i- 
the form of goods but which we are 
asked to p;iy back in the form of 
money. 


"Second, it must be borne in mind 


that, in relation to the national wealth, 
British taxation last year was at least 
twice as heavy as the corresponding 
taxation in the United States." 


His remarks were made during a 


speech at Manchester while newspa- 
pers were describing as unfair, indica- 
tions in Washington that Britain may 
be considered in default despite her 
regular "token" payments to the Unit- 
ed States. 


Sir John's address was interpreted 


in some quarters as indicating that 
the British government stands pat on 
its war debt policy. The Foreign Of- 
fice Friday night had received no ad- 
vices from the British ambassador in 
Washington, Sir Ronald Lindsay.

The department's best men have tak- 


en the field, co-ordinating local au- 
thorities in the hunt. The fate of the 
"most-wanted" men and women to- 
day seems certain to be no better 
than the fate of similar outlaws in the 
past. 


Barrow Ruthless Killer 


Far up at the head of the Depart- 


ment of Justice's list of wanted crim- 
inals stand two young men, scarcely 
more than boys, each of whom have 
blazed a trail of murder and lawless- 
ness which forced society to protect 
itself by stringent means. 


Clyde Barrow is only 24 years old, 


but 12 murders have been ascribed to 
him within the last two years. Te is 
the finest example of the personally 
insignificant drugstore 
cowboy and 


cheap auto thief who suddenly finds 
that firearms When 
used 
without 


trace of scruple, give him importance. 


A few years ago that is just what 


Barrow was, and that is what he is 
essentially today—a cheap hoodlum 
who never dared anything more des- 
perate than stealing chickens or autos 
His brother, Marvin "Buck" Barrow 
older by eight years, was considerec 
far tougher than Clyde. 


Commits First Murder 


Clyde had sawed out of the Waco 


Texas, jail, but had been 
returnee 


from Middletown, Ohio. 


Though he was a "model"prisoncr 


he showed his aversion to work by 
deliberately cutting his foot with an 
ax so he would not have to do the 
"had 
labor" to which he had been 


sentenced. A tender-hearted governoi 
paroled him.

WASHINGTON. — President Roose 


velt's political generals are telling him 
thai his administration will have more 
strength in the next Senate than any 
president has had since the first ses- 
sion under George Washington, which 
was* nonpartisan. 


On the other hand, the generals 


think the big Democratic majority in 
the House is likely to be slightly re- 
duced. Too many local issues figure 
to let them be persuaded otherwise. 


The Senate has 60 Democrats. The 


record majority for any party is only 
61. And Democratic polls are serious- 
ly suggesting that November's elec- 
tions should give them at least 64, 
which would be a two-thirds vote in 
the upper chamber. 


They figure that the 14 states where 


Democratic seats are involved all went 
Democratic in 1932, whereas 12 of the 
J.7 states where Republicans are up

See That the Child With Genius Keeps 


His Eyes Off Himself 


"If he plays the gramophone for 


any length of time, his eyes have a 
wild shiny look and the days that he 
plays a lot he does not eat well. 


"Music seems to be an all-absorbing 


passion with him. Should it be en- 
couraged or left alone? Would it be 
possible for him to break his health 
by having a free hand? He wants to 
take 
piano 
lessons this summer. 


Would it be wise?" 


Thus writes "his" mother. "He" is 


seven years old. From, babyhood he 
ins been fond of music. 


When I answer a question about a 


child I always say to myself: "What 
should I do if he were my child?" 


And the first thing I would weigh 


would be the very matter this mother 
peakss of—his health. Can he stand 
t? Is he of the sensitive, high-strung 
isposition, overemotional and wear- 
ng himself out with an ecstasy that 
s not conducive to robust health? It 
s a matter for serious thought. 


The Musical Nature 


Yet I feel that any other course may 


be just as uncertain. When a chidl's 
whole life is wrapped around one love 
he may just as possibly react unfav- 
orably to suppression and denial. 


Not only that but there is something 


about the musical nature that thrives 
on its own consuming fire. 


It goes to such extremes that life 


itself sometimes seems to be depen- 
dent on harmony and a full diet of 
music. If actors pine and die occa- 
sionally when their course is run as 
artists, it is even more true of the 
real musician.

My friend says that when she asks 


this little fellow to do a task (after | 
he has finished a beloved record) he j 
goes and does it cheerfully, quickly 
and well. A most valuable asset to 
the musician who wants to succeed. 
For a musical career is not all a Pen- 
tecost—not all inspired fire from heav- 
en. Like any artistic career, to suc- 
ceed it must have behind it an ability 
to work, and to carry on the tasks of 
study and practice. 


I am one who believes that real 


musicians are born and not made. 
The world is full of technical music- 
ians, letter perfect, but lacking the 
touch that only genius can give. It 
proves the sayin gthat, "The letter 
killeth, but the spirit keepeth alive." 


Keep Out Prodigy Idea 


Most of the masters of music began 


when they were little, very little in 
most cases, to have instruction in 
their musical careers. Fatti was four, 
Yehudi Menuhin was a little older. 
The list is almost endless. In some 
cases ,it is true, the child was early 
"conditioned" in a musical atmos- 
phere. When a child breaks out in 
a rash of music with nothing but a 
"gramophone"—the lady is Canadian 
—there must be something moru than 
ordinary there. 


My answer is "Yes. Let him go on. 


But with his music there 
must be 


plenty of rough and ready play. His 
body must keep time to his mind. 
And better not to dramatize his abil- 
ity, if he demonstartes it, as I think 
he will to the extent that he may 
learn to look on himself as a wonder. 
He may be, but the prodigy idea must 
be kept out. He must look on him- 
self as a normal wholesome boy." 


And he should not have to feel, 


either, that his health 
worries his 


mother. She may worry but it need 
not be evident. Her job, and I do 
not envy her, is to stand by and see 
that he gets rest, sleep, air and play, 
but to keep his eyes off himself. 


It may take years of training. There 


is no desperate hurry.

tence, while his son was given a two 
to four year term. The younger man 
had the alternative of paying a $25,000 
fine, but announced he is "broke." 


As soon as the former senator, who 


ulso was publisher of a number of 
Tennessee newspapers and known us 
"maker of governors" because of his 
political power, had finished bathing, 
he was given prison clothes, 
The 


same procedure was followed for his 
son. 


Then the two were given their first 


prison supper consisting of beans, cab- 
bage, rice and salmon cooked togeth- 
er, hot biscuits, peach pie and water.

Last July the gang shot its way 


clear of a posse at Platte City, but 
VTarvin was wounded in the 
head. 


When their next brush with the law 
came at Dexter, la., Marvin was again 
shot, this time fatally.

Bonnie Parker escaped. Rumors of 
hem crop up every time there is a 
hooting scrape in any part of the 
country, for the characteristic of this 
gang has been never to "hole up" 
anywhere, but to keep on the move. 


Floyd of Different Type 


"Pretty Boy" Floyd is a horse of 


mother color. He is no hysterical, 
romantic kid, but n mature and des- 
jerate man, crafty and calculating. 


By a dozen murders, Floyd, too, has 


mt himself in the position whore he 
nas nothing to lose by killing, and 
'reedom to gain. 


Floyd is a bandit in the Oklahoma 


tradition of the Dalton Boys and Al 
Jennings. Though he has operated nil 
over the country, and might appear at 
;my place, nnytime, he has a ''base" 
in the wild hill country o£ eastern 
Dldahomn, around Snllisaw. 


There Floyd has many friends, who 


ire glad to help in concealing him 
from the law. His wife and young 
son live in an attractive bungalow in 
['ulsa, and he has visited them there in 
direct defiance of pursuers. 


Bandit Haled Work 


Floyd never went beyond the sixth 


grade. He hated work, like all out- 
laws. He hung around the poolrooms 
and small-town joints of Callisaw. 


He drifted to the harvest fields, but 


had no stomach for toil, and a St 
Louis payroll stickup looked better to 
him. 
He served four 
years for this 


crime, and in 1929, on 
his release, 


blossomed out as a full-fledged des- 
perado and bank robber. 


After several "jobs," he was caught 


in Ohio and sentenced to 15 years for 
a Toledo bank robbery. This sentence 
still hangs over his head, unserved, for 
he escaped on his way to the state 
penitentiary. 


Lightning on the draw, Floyd is al- 


so tricky, and has killed at least two 
peace officers by distracting their at- 
tention while they had the drop in 
him, then shooting them down. 


Surrender Offers Fail 


In the Oklahoma hills, Floyd has be- 


come a legend, and 
there arc tall 


"Robin Hood" tales of his benefac- 
tions to the poor. 


His holdups* are almost always pull- 


ed off in flamboyant style, without 
masks, and though lie usually carries 
and can operate a machine gun, all his 


low cost apartments. 


The plan 
involves expenditure of 


hundreds of millions of private cap- 
ital, comparatively little by the gov- 
ernment. The use of a mutual in- 
surance principle would allow the 
lenders of these millions to guarantee, 
with government help, 
their 
own 


loans. 


By thus reducing the apparent risk 


of lending, great amounts of new mon- 
ey are expected to be made available, 
and government superision will help to 
keep interest rates down. 


The plans have been worked and 


reworked by presidential 
advisers. 


The broad aspects of the plan were 
authoritatively said to encompass the 
creation of a huge insurance agency 
under the government, originally sup- 
plied with government credit and lat- 
er supported by private money. 


This corporation would b* headed 


by directors chosen from among pres- 
tnt government heads, and might con- 
tain some individuals from 
private 


finance and industry. 


The agency could insure both loans 


for reconditioning and for new build- 
ing, thus taking into its fold both the 
plans for emergency stimulation of 
repairs, remodeling and moderniza- 
tion, and the long range plans for 
creation of new homes, farm and city. 


Another insurance activity would 


be the guarantee of investments in 
building and loan associations. Sav- 
ings of investors, mostly 
small, in 


building and loan associations total 
almost $10,000,000 contributed by ap- 
proximately 12.000,000 investors.
